STANDARDS. 


The Standards are made heavy and strong, to which the Mould and 
Landside are securely bolted, either of which can be replaced without 
disturbing the other. We use large bolts in fastening the Standards 
to the Frame, making a very rigid Plow. 


MOULDS. 


The Moulds are made of the very best grade of Open Hearth Plow 
Steel that can be bought. They are manufactured in our own factory, 
over the original forms, and guaranteed to fit the Standard.

The prevailing desire amorg farmers is to obtain a Disc Harrow 
that will thoroughly pulverize the ground, kill all the weeds and leave 
the land without ridges or furrows. It consists of two rows, or sec- 
tions, of cutting discs, 20 inches in diameter, set one behind the other. 
The discs are 6 inches apart and the last row follows in a line between 
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the discs of the first row when in operation, thus thoroughly pulverizing 
the land left untouched by the first set. 


The frame consists of two parallel angle-iron bars, bent at front end 
so as to connect and brace the pole in the center, which extends the 
full length of the Harrow. These parallel bars and pole are connected 
by angle-iron cross-bars at each end. 


The discs on each row are held on a steel axle 6 inches apart by 
means of cast-iron spools and a tightening nut. 


There are four maple boxes on each row, placed between the discs 
at a suitable distance and connecting them to a channel-iron disc beam 
by cast-iron standards. The whole is suspended beneath the frame and 
each row is pivoted at opposite ends with a bolt to the parallel angle 
bar and the other end is fastened with a wrought-iron strap to permit 
the channel beam to slide under the angle bar on that side. 


The pivoting of the disc beams at opposite ends to the frame of the 
Harrow admits of the two sets of harrow discs being brought parallel 
to each other or at any desired angle, thereby forcing the discs into the 
ground different depths, and the greater the angle from the parallel the 
deeper the discs will enter the ground. For changing the angle of the 
beams with relaticn to each other and holding them in their adjusted 
position we use two levers, which are attached to the maple boxes on 
the rows of discs by means of draft bars, fastened to them on the ends 
opposite the pivot, the boxes on the pivot end being fastened direct to 
the frame with another draft bar. The levers are placed on each side 
of the driver’s seat in easy reach of either hand, one to operate each 
row of discs. 


The secret of the success of this Harrow lies in an ADJUSTABLE 
ROLLER BEARING, which presses a cast-iron roller against the convex 
side of the second dise of each section, thus eliminating all side wear 
and friction on the boxes and saving the end thrust of the rows of discs. 
Without this Adjustable Roller Bearing or some similar device it would 
be impossible to operate a Double Disc Harrow. 


Another important feature of the HOUSER & HAINES DOUBLE 
DISC HARROW is that it is provided with three wheels to regulate the 
depth of cut in scft or sandy land, by holding the harrow out of the 
ground and allowing the rows of discs to be placed at the widest angle, 
thoroughly pulverizing the ground and killing all weeds. These three

The above is a cut of the Fresno Scraper, which we manufacture 
also. All parts are made to templet and can be duplicated for any 
Scraper put up by us, punched ready to be placed into position. The 
plade of this Scraper is 12 inches wide. The runners are made in one 
piece and may be adjusted on the bowl. 


These implements are designed with a view of economy, in that each 
part, most susceptible to wear, may be easily replaced, making the 
Scraper as good as new. 


All Serapers turned out of our factory are made of the very best 
material obtainable and put together by skilled mechanics, making 
them far superior to any Scraper now on the market.

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The advantages of the Stockton Improved Scraper over all others 
are apparent. 


First—It pulls about one horse lighter than any other Buck Scraper, 
for the reason that when loaded it runs on the wear plates, leaving the 
knife 4 inches off the ground, while others are formed so that the knife 
and bow! run flat on the ground, causing a suction and consequently 
more friction.

Second—The bowl, being protected by the wear plates, is made to 
extend farther forward, making it possible to use a narrower knife, 
4% inches wide, which is less expensive to replace than a wide knife, 
which has to be thrown away before half worn out. 

It has five plates of plow steel, 4 inches wide and %4 inch thick, 
riveted to the under side of the bowl, which takes practically all the 
wear, thus protecting the bowl. 


Third—The Stockton Four-Horse Scraper will carry about 18 or 20 
cubic feet of earth, which is from 4 to 5 cubic feet more than any other 
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Fourth—The adjustments to which the runners can be set are un- 
limited in number, making it very easy to use in any kind of soil.
